The Device of an Laceniouwinvente r Who

A great many curious-looking vebicles 
have been turned out within the last few 
years, but for genuine originality a a 
cently invented overshadows them 4 
Technically the cart is called an ** equibus.” 
It is a two-wheeled afair, with a box aboat 
three feet long. m which are the seate for 
the occupants and an elevated seat in front 
for th driver 

When it is desired to harness the horse 

to the cart the box is detached from the 
wheels. The horse is then made ta stand 
ov his hind legs while the wheels are run 
under him antil the hubs are about midway 
between his hindand frout legs. The horse 
then resumes his normal position, aud the 
axletree is securely fastened to the surcin- 
gle. In order to keep the axiletree at right 
angles with the horse's body straps are also 
fastened to either end. The wheels having 
been placed in their proper position, the 
box. whose bottom is hollowed out to fit 
the iiurse’s back, is p!aced over his haunches 
, and fastened on Set aT to springs on the 
|axletres, The driver's seat is nearly over 
the horae’s neck, His feet rest on two 
| trips of wood, which ran forward from the 
j} box. When the cart is ready for use only 
| the head and part of the neck together with 
the tail of the horse are visible.

SOIBNTIFIC KITE FLYING. 


Experimeaters who feck to Tura a Popa- 
lar Pastime te Economie Use. 


Nowadays, when men are examining the 
most trivial things with a view to getting 
something fers git of them, kites have 

i not escaped serious attention. Perhaps the 
start of this was in a Japanese story that 
came this way a good many years ago aboct 
Japanese rubbers using huge kites to let 

lone of their number down on the roofs of 
houses, and then raising him again and 
ulling him away with his load ef booty 

| This story, which may or may net be true, 
but is certainly possible, suggested to eome 
one that kites might be used in war. The 
result was a series of experiments in 

Fiance, where the bureaucrats investtyate 

and report voluminously upon everything. 

It was found that kites might be made ao 
that they could be perfectly controllec, that 
they might be raised and lowered at will, 
and that they might be used to carry bombs 
or messages. But it was also decided that 
sharp-shooters with long-range rifles could 
destroy their usefulness, because, to be of 
any account, the kite must be controlled by 
a string and must thus be weighted to with- 
in shooting distance of tne earth during all 
its flight. Like balloons and a good many 
other air-supported devices, gunpowder 
made them almost worthless. But a young 
man named Dr. Woodbridge, a professor in 
a preparatory school in the city, thought of 
another way of using kites which may yet 
make them invaluable. He had read « good 
deai about shipwrecks and the ¢itficultics of 
getting a line over a sea in which no boat 
could live to gain the shore. As we all 
know, every life-eaving station has an 
apparatus for shooting the line over a wreck- 
vessel as a means for drawing to the craft 
the safety rope. But how often is the dis. 
tance too great or the wind too powerful, 
not to speak of the difficulties always en- 
countered in taking accurate aim. 

Dr, Woodbridge, who had always been a 
devoted flyer of kites, thought that the 
kite, if it could be properly controlled, 
would answer fcr sending a line better than 
im gun. So he manufactured big kites, with 
powerful sticks and strong canvas coverings 
and experimented with them until he ar- 
ranged an apparatus that was completely 
successful. By ingenious arrangementeof the 
belly bande and of the tail, and of the stringe 
attached to the tops of the sticks, he wasable 
to lower or raise a kite, to make it go to 

the right or left in a wide angle, and to 
| send it forward for several miles. And he 
| cando ali cois without any regard to wheth- 
‘er the wind is heavy or li ht, provided 
i that it is not dead against the direction in 
which he wishes to send his kite, He also 
|had made some pretty successful experi- 
| ments for compelling a kite to tow a amal! 
| boat at a good rate of speed. All this has 
| been accomplished by ingenuity in fitting 
| out the properly built and properly shaped 
frame, covered with muslia or oiled cloth. 

Dr. Woodbridge is only one of a number 
of exper‘menters who are endeavoring to 
| raise kite flying to a science and make it as 
useful as Franklin made it when he used it 

in the atudy of electricitv. Every one of 

these kite flyers has his own method of rig- 
l ging. The arrangement of belly band and 
' tail will make all the difference in the world 
in the speed, grace, and tractability, a4 it 
were. The aticka, too, must be carefully 
made, to prevent difficulties of balance that 
| cannot be corrected, And when everything 
| is just as itought to be, a boy of a man has 
under his control something that will re- 
joice his eye and give him both exercise and 
| ainusement,

In spite of the outlay of vast sums of 
money and the offer of tempting rewards 
to the ingsauity and science of the whole 
world for some means of destroying the 
enormous hordes of rabbits in Australis, 
the peste still flourish and multiply disas- 
trously, says the Rural New Yorker, and 
threaten to rvin the agricultural interests 
of that continental island. It is calculated 
that asingle pair of busnies will in ten 
years multiply to 70,000,000, so thet a war 
of extermination st them appears al- 
most hopeless. From IS83 to 189) the 
single colony of New South Wales, with aa 
area of 325.437 square miles and a pepula- 
tion ranging from 750.000 to about 1.'8»).- 
000, expended over $4,000,000 for the ex- 
termination of the plague, aod about aa 
much more was spent by private parties. A

All even numbered sections of Domixion 
Jaands in Mauitcba a. the Norh. West 
Territories, except 3 and 26, which beve not 
been hoanesteadcd, reserved to prove wood 
lots for setilers, or other parposes, may be 
homestendad by any person who is soe 
head of & fauitly, or maie over eighten 
yeurs of age, to the extent of oue quarier 
seciiow of 160 aeres, more ov lege 

ENTLY, 

Entv may be male personally at the 
jan onlce im wine the land to be 
taken is siiuate, oe af the homesteader de. 
sices, Le uas,on sepheroon te the Minister 
of the dere ai, tiawa. or the Commissioner 
of Poutmion Lands, Wi nipes, recerve 
autherty for seme one fo make entiy for 
him. A fee of $1035 charged toran onl.nary 
homestead entry; bat for lands which have 
been cceupied an rdd:tiocal fee of S10 is 
charveabie to mect inspection and cancetla- 
lida expeuses. 


HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 

Under tho present law homestead duties 
may be performed in three ways, and on 
making application for entry the setler 
niast declare nrder which of the following 
conditions he ejects to hold his land :- 

1. Three years’ cuttivation and re idence, 
during whica penod the settiir may not be 
absent for taore thaa six mouths iu any one 
year without forfeiting, the eats. 

2. Residence for two years and nine 
months anywhere wrhin two miles of the 
homestead quoerier seetion, and afierwards 
actual yeridence in a habitable hoase upon 
the homestead tor three mouths next prior to 
apphestion for patent, Under this system 
10 acres musi be lnoken the first year after 
entry, 15 additioual in the seeond, and 35 
i the third sear; 10 acres to be in crop the 
recone year, aml 25 acres the third year. 

3. The tive years’ system under which a 
rettler may reside am where for the first two 
Veurs (but must peifeet his entry by com- 
inencing cultivation within six months after 
the dite thereof,) breaking five acrcs the 
first year, cro) ping those 5 acrea and break- 
ing 10 acres additional the second vear, and 
also building a habitabre house before the 
end of the second year. The rettior must 
commence actual residence on tho home. 
steud at the expuation of two years from the 
date of entry, and themeafier reside Bpon 
and cultivate his homestead for at least six 
monte iv each of the three uext succeed- 
years.
